1 . The drawings are objected to because the elements shown in Fig. 1 have no 
labels. The elements have numbers associated with them but no labels to tell a reader 
what they do without referring to the disclosure, and their functions are not apparent 
from the boxes used to represent them. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Claim Objections 



3. Claims 1-23 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Regarding claim 1 , it is suggested changing "selection bits which indicate 

whether a data bit of the data word is to be selected" in lines 4-5 to — selection bits, 

wherein each of the n selection bits indicates whether a corresponding data bit of the 

data word is to be selected, where n is an integer 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 



5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as being a single step 
claim. The claim only recites the selection (a single selecting step) of the data bit or 
data bits. See MPEP 2164.08(a) for single means claims. 
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6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is directed to a method claim, but there is no method step(s) recited (or 
the method claim is inconsistent with the format of the method claims in US 
applications). The elements of a method claim are steps, which should usually be verbal 
phrases introduced by a gerund or verbal noun (the "-ing" form of a verb). It is not clear 
what the applicants intend to claim. 

8. Regarding claims 6-10, the phrase "or the like" recited in line 4 of claim 6 renders 
the claim(s) indefinite because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed 
(those encompassed by "or the like"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) 
unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

9. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite. They appear to be a literal 
translation into English from a foreign document and are replete with errors. For 
example, "new data bits" in line 3 of claim 5 is undefined, "the counter" in line 2 of claim 
17 has no antecedent basis, "m" in line 4 of claim 20 is undefined, and "the defined 
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number" in line 5 of claim 22 has no antecedent basis. The applicants are encouraged 
to review the whole set of claims. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1 1 . Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Webb 
(U.S. Patent No. 3,373,404). 

Regarding claim 1 , Webb teaches a method for the selection (puncturing) of data 
bits from a data word in a data processing system, notably a communication system, 
wherein the data bit or data bits of the data word comprising n data bits are selected, 
within one cycle of operation of a working processor, on the basis of a selection bit 
register which contains n selection bits which indicate whether a data bit of the data 
word is to be selected (col. 6, line 57 through col. 7, line 54, particularly, col. 7, lines 9- 
12; Fig. 3; also see claims 1 , 3 and 4). 

Regarding claim 2, the selected data bits are written into a buffer memory (18 in 

Fig. 1). 

Regarding claim 3, the data bits within one cycle of operations are counted (col. 
7, lines 42-45).
